FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


TN the Senate, Aug. 2, the bill passed ap- 
propriating $100,000 for a building at Leaven- 
worth, Kans: The time tor report by the Ute 
Commission was extended to Sept. 15, 1883. 
A message was received from the Hoyse in- 
forming the Senate of the action of that body 
in passing the river and harbor bill over the 
President’s veto. Pending business was sus- 
pended and the veto message read. A vote 
was immediately taken upon.the ques- 
tion, “Shall the bill pass, objections of the 
President to the contrary notwithstanding?’ 
The result was: Yeas, 41: nays, 16. So the 
bill passed. The sundry civil bill was then 
taken up...... In the House the river and 
harbor bill passed by a vote of 122 to 59. Some 
general measures were disposed of and the 
call of committees developed nothing of im- 
portance. 

A NEW conference was ordered on the 
Japanese indemnity bill in the Senate, Aug. 3. 
Bills passed: for a public building at St. 
Joseph; to settleland- patent questions in the 
Virginia military dis'rict ot Ohio; toprovide 
for the deductions from the tonnage of ves- 
sels and toregulate steain vessels; also House 
resolution for temporary appropriations. An 
agreement on the legisiative appropriation 
bill was reported and report adopted. gThe 
tax reduction bill was debated and Jaid over. 
The House resolution for adjournment on the 
5th was tabled..... In the House a joint reso- 
lution was adopted providing for final ad- 
journment Aug.5. A disagreement was re- 
ported on the general deficiency bill. 

IN the Senate, onthe 4th, the report on 
the Omaha reservation sale was adopted. 
The pill authorizing the appointment of a 
Consul-General to Persia, with a salary of 
$5,000, passed; also House bill to relieve cer- 
tain soldiers of the Jate war of the charge of 
desertion. The covrference report on the 
Creek Indian orphan bill was adopted. The 
conference report on the naval bill was ac- 
cepted and new conferees were appointed to 
consider two items remaining in diapute. 
The tax-bill discussion was resumed and an 
effort to reach a vote on it was de- 
feated for want of a quorum...... In the 
House, a resolution for a constitutional 
amendment providing that it shall take two- 
thirds of all the members of cach house to 
pass a bill over a veto was referred. An 
agreement was reached on the naval bill, ex- 
cept as to closing the navy yards. On this a 
new conference was ordered and the House 
discussed Senate amendments to the sundry 
civil bill. The amendment appropriating 
$78,000 for the National Board of Health was 
rejected. The legislative appropriation bill’ 
was signed by the Speaker. 

THE naval appropriation bitl passed the 
Senate on the 5th. The knit-goods bill passed 
as it came from the Ifouse; also, the bill ex- 
| teuding fees of certain officers over New Mex- 
|} ico and Arizona. The Sénate receded from 
its amendment to the deficiency bill and a 
joint resolution was adopted voting $33,000 for 
mileage for the special session in 1881. The con- 
ference report on the sundry civil bill was 
adopted: also; that of the committee on the 
billto publish the agricultural report...... 
In the House the Senate amendments to the 
resolution for a Consul-General to Persia and 
to the billin relation to steam vessels were 
agreed to. Conference reports on the naval 
bill and the sundry civil appropriation wer@ 
adopted.

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WHOSE LAW IS THIS? 


A decision has been rendered by 
Associate Justice Woods, of the Uni- 
ted States Supreme Court, sitting as 
presiding judge of the United States 
Cirenit Court for Texas, which 
amounts to us complete an oblitera- 
dion of the utility of the fourteenth 
Vand fifteenth constitutional amend- 
ments usthe Dred Scott case was of 
the Somerset case and of the black 
man’s rights. The facts on which the 
case arises ure us follows: Lxracl Le 
Grand and two other white men were 
tried in the United States District 
Court in Texas, before Judge Morrill, 
for a conspiracy agaiust a colored 
mau named Dolton, and for guing on 
his premises and beatimg and _shoot- 
ing him, as a means of intimidating 
him from testifying in @ certain crim- 
inal case. 


tion 5,519 of the United Revised Stat- 
utes,, passed to give effect to the four- 
teenth and fifteeath amendmente, 
whieh is as follows: 

Section 5,519—If two or more person 
in ang State or ‘lerritory conspire to Go On 
the bighway or on the premises of auother 
forthe purpose of depriving, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, any person or class of 
persons ot the equal privileges and immnu- 
nities under the laws, or for the purpose 
ot hindering the constituted authorities ot 
any State or Territory from giving or se- 
curing to all persons within such State or 
Territory the equal protection of the laws, 
each of »ach persons shall be punished by 
a fine cf nat less than $500, nor more than 
$5,000, or by inSprisonment, with or with- 
out hard labor, not less than six months, 
por more than six years, or by both such 
fine and jmprisonment. 

In the trial before Judge Morrill 
the constitutionality of the statute was 
denied by the defense on the ground 
that the fourteenth amendment ony 
authorized Congress to devise such 
legislation as shall have the effect to 
restrain States, and in no way author- 
ized Congress to pasa any law in re 
straint of a citizen. The language of 
the fourteenth amendment is: 

No State shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the United States; 
nor shall any State deprive any persou of 
lite, liberty, or property without dae pro- 
cess of law, nor deny to any person within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of its 
luws. 

This provision, it was argued, em- 
powered Congress to pass an act re- 
straining n State from depriving a 
colored citizen of bis rights by any 
. -t of its Legis] ture, but no power is 
therein given Congress to pass toany 
act which shall restrain the citizen of 
any Southern State from shooting 2 
negro if they prefer that he should 
pot testify in any case in which they 
have an interest.

A Poisoned Thread. 





A dressmaker admitted into the Leeds 
Dispensary was found to have a dis- 
tinct blue line on her gums, with sim- 
ultaneous symptoms, such as a furred 
tongue, inflamation of the lips, and 
general debility—all signs pointing to 
probability of poisoning by lead. The 
doctor in attendance on her for some 
time failed to discover the source, and 
was beginning to think the blue line had 
been caused in some other way, when 
he accidentally learned from a mer- 
chant that silken thread, being sold by 
weight, and not by length, is sometimes 
adulterated with sugar of lead. He then 
questioned the patient, and she in- 
formed him that it had been a common 
practice with her, when at work, to 
hold silk, as well as other kinds of 
thread, in her mouth, and that she had 
done this the more readily with silk, 
inasmuch as it often had a sweet taste. 
This characteristic is a sure indication 
of the presence of lead, and all thread 
possessing it should either be rejected 
or used with caution. It will be found 
that:the silk thread of the best makers 
is tasteless, whereas some _ inferior 
threads are sweet.—Houschold Worda,

|mairkings. The Dorking has lost his 
|breast in the struggle to preserve the 
'fiesh color of the legs and the uniformi- 
| ty of the feather markings. How far this 
‘craze has gone in England we are not 
informed, buat we know some of the best 
itable fowls known to the trade were 
originated there 

In France not only are breeds of fine 
table fowls originated, but, according 
| to all reports, they are still bred with 
;an eye singly to table qualities: and, 
| hot only this, but methods of feeding to 
ithe end of quick maturity, economy of 
| flesh production and perfection of flesh 
|quality are closely practiced and ex- 
'perimented with. The French seem to 
| understand this question as a practical 
/one, and goat it in a way to make 

fowls not only a pleasure to breed, buat 
ia profit to handle. Chicken food that 
|is wasted by the ton in this country, as 
| dead horses, stale bread, ete., is care- 
| fully husbanded and turned to the finest 
kind of chicken flesh in France. Our 
| people are so fearfully squeamish about 

such things that, while they can stand 
| and see-the hen eat worms or carrion at 
| her own sweet will, and chop her head 
| Off the next hour to pat her in the pot, 
| they will not hear of feeding her carrion 
|as a business. The lady who eats the 
oyster raw from the shell is horrified 
at the Italian who does the same with 
the snail. 

It isa wonder to many people why 
Americans can succeed so well with 
fancy fowls, and yet meet with repeated 
and unvarying failure when they at- 
tempt to raise fowls for the market. In 
one they succeed; with the other there 
seems to be no profit. Itlooks as though 
the American character was built upon 
too large a scale to make a profit with 
fowls unless he can get from three to ten 
dollars a piece for his cocks and hens. 
No one seems to be able to reduce this 
thing to a purely business basis. [It has 
been our pleasure to examine the equip- 
ments of many farms where it was in- 
tended to raise poultry on a grand 
seale, and, generally, from the elabo- 
rate and costly fixtures, one would think 
the purpose was to raise children rather 
than chickens. It is very much to be 
doubted if a large establishment can 
ever be made a success from the start. 
Just as large oaks from little acoras 
grow, a large establishment must grow 
out of a small bezinning that has devel- 
oped a capacity in the owner for con- 
ducting a large business. We hope 
som: day to see this, but not until the 
craze about color markings has somee 
what subsided.—American Dairyman,

The Process of Solar Printing. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has adopted a process of copying plans 
and outlines so simple and yet so effec- 
tive as to have an important bearing on 
all the methods of ay, ryan ae 

aphing, photography, and even draw- 
ae at present conducted. It is what 
is known as the ‘blue print process,’” 
and is a sort of easy photography, by 
means of which a mere child may copy 
in the most perfect and exact manner 
any object whatever, thelines of which 
can be embraced in the dimensions of a 
large pare of window-glass, for in- 
stance. Larger outlines can be copied, 
buat require more care and a little more 
apparatus. : : 

A piece of pure, untinted paper is 
taken and made ‘‘sensitive’?’ by means 
of a chemical wash, consisting of 1 1-4 
ounces of red prussiate of potash and 
1 7-8 ounces of citric iron and ammonia, 
dissolved in 16 ounces of water. This, 
when applied to the paper in a dark 
closet by means of a broad cloth-brush, 
gives a peculiarly rich, glistening, yel- 
low surface. This paper when dry is 
ready for printing. If at this stage a 
fern leaf is taken or a few sprays of 
grass or a feather or any drawing ex- 
ecuted on translucent material, such as 
onion-skin paper, it may be perfectly 
copied in every minute detail within the 
space of four or five minutes. The ob- 
ject is simply laid on the paper and a 
piece of glass put over it to hold it in 
position and then exposed to the meri- 
dian sun. The yellow paper then turns 
rapidly to a dull blue, then to light 
gray, whereupon, at the expiration of 
about three minutes, it is withdrawn. 
But one thing remains to be done; the 
sensitive paper is given a bath in pure 
water, and instantly a perfect copy of 
the fern leaf, grass, or drawing appears 
on the blue surface of the paper, in 
white, as if traced by hand. The phil- 
osophy of the process is that the black 
lines of the drawing or the filaments of 
the grass or fern are opaque, and _con- 
sequently refuse admittance to the light, 
which operates upon the open, sensitive 
spaces, causing them to undergo a 
chemical change. As utilized by rail- 
roads, iron companies, ship-builders and 
architects and artists, however, in mul- 
tiplying their many maps and plans and 
even circular letiers, the process be- 
comes a little more complicated. In- 
stead of merely placing the design to be 

rinted over the sensitive sheet and 

eaving the rest to the light, large glass 
frames, with wooden lids, are used, in+ 
side of which the drawing is placed, 
face downward, and covered with the 
sensitive paper. ‘The frame is then re- 
versed, leaving the plan exposed to the 
light. <A full, bright sun is not abso- 
lutely requisite, but a longer time is re- 
quired ‘for exposure on a cloudy day. 
There is one photographic firm which 
uses the electric light entirely and prints 
by night as well as by day. A step fur- 
ther has been made also in producing a 
white background with blue _lines.—- 
Philadelphia Times.

—Mrs. Mary Foster, an eccentric lady 
of Greensburg, Pa., died Thursday in 
the 93d year of her age.
